To be more explicit, the question of 


the employment bf a city manager is 
going to have a lot'to do with the 
result of the election. Not that the 
new movement is committed, nor will 
it be committed to the interests of any 
particular prson, but it will be pitted 
against the plans of .certain persons 
in connection with the employment of 
a city manager. 


No promises are to be exacted from 


any one or more candidates for com- 
missioner. 
That is not permissible. 


But there is no rule or law affecting 
elections that will prevent any indi- 
vidual or body from determining upon 
a course of procedure that has for its 
intent and purpose the best interests 
of the city under a non-partisan form 
of government and to save it from 
political domination that puts the in- 
teiests of a certain party above those 
of the welfare of the city in general. 


This is sufficient for present and

There are many factors which enter into t"n« fixing oJ the valua 


of a diamond. One fact to be borne in mind ia tS*t Nature fur- 
nishes very few absolutely white and even feWer absolutely perfect 
diamonds, and remembering this fact will go a long way toward 
establishing sincere and cordial relations with the dealer. 
Even, 


if one could procure an absolutely perfect, snow-white diamond, 
an exorbitant price would bs asked in •view "of the search? of tie 
phenomena. 


The principle points to be considered in piecing a value on 


diamonds are the color, the {laws, the cutting, recatting, and 
mounting, 
* 


The presence or absence of color exerts a very groat effect on 


the commercial value of diamonds. 
Aside froaj fancy stones, 


whtoh have a pronouncfid color, the tints are pale and the average 
person could not detect any color at all unless be would corn* 
pare the gem with a pure wfiite stone, it is the ability to detect 
how much color a stone carries that the success o£ a jeweler's 
judgment depends. 


one of tne most conspicuous flaws in a diamond 
is termed 


"carbon spots." When conspicuous to the naked eye these spots 
greatly depreciate tbe value of a stdne. However, if these im- 
perfections are few and Imperceptible, a diamond containing them 
may be more valuable, if its color ia fine, than a perfect diamond 
of a bad color. 


The cutting of the stone, so as to avoid the perception of nat- 


ural flaws, and to bring cut tbe sparkle and fire, baa a great effect 
on the valuation of diamonds.

A diamond can reflect the light from the material of its mount- 


Ing. This may have a powerful effect upon the apparent color. 
Slight differences in color make large differences in values.

Dr. Sutler, in describing the symp- 


toms of the disease, said: "The onset 
In sudden fever, pain in the stomach, 
headache, vomiting and stiffness of 
the neck or pain while bending neck 
and body forward. 
These 
symp- 


toms are followed in ten or twelve 
hours by paralysis of some of the 
muscle groups. 
Usually tiio child 


cannot Etaad or will not movo its 
arms." 


TJjs degree of sickness may vary 


from a slight, unnoticed fever 
to 


paralysis of all the muscles of the 
body and death, according to Dr. 
Suiter. 
Dr. Sutter advises 
several pra- 


ventative measures. "Parents should 
give their children fresh, clean, dust- 
less air. Be sure the drinking water 
Is gate, and see that they get plenty 
of rest and sleep," he said. 


"Cleanliness is an important fac- 


tor In the care of the child, personal 
cleanliness Is necessary as well as a 
clean house. 
Food should be well 


screened and 
wholesome. 
Guard 


against files and insects as they are 
very dangerous to children. 


Dr. Sutter is anxious to prevent 
all sickness and in particular 
to 


wage a war against a. possible infan- 
tile paralysis epidemic. He believes 
that the parents can prevent much 
infant sickness if they know 
the 


proper preventatives.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
T 


HE past week has seen a heroic struggle to put 


up smiling faces on the part of business men 


generally; but the net result in the way of construc- 
tive news and developments Is inconsequential, and 
i!i« situation in both capital and labor remains stale- 
mate. 


Bad industrial and manufacturing conditions, now 


history, but Just coming to light thru quarterly and 
semi-annual reports, passed and reduced dividend* 
continue to cause stocks to decline. This decline was, 
general for the entire week. Rails alone were firm. 


Retail trade Is improvlrig and a good, brisk de- 


mand may be expected for September and October, 
carrying over to the Christmas trade. , Retail mer-' 
chants have stocks well In hand and with short order-- 
Ing will supply the spot trade, but few retailers are 
contracting advance orders in any considerable amount 
because of inability to guess the money market at the 
time maturities occur. 


Money is growing easier over the country, and 


tighter in Lima, due to unemployment. There is a 
noticeable lack of offerings of odd lot Liberty bonds. 
In $50 and $100 denominations for the people have 
already cashed them. Steady drawing out of savings 
accounts continues, and deposits show no indication 
of Increasing. Both banks and building and loans are' 
short on funds for any new purposes, while at the 
same time money went off a halt percent in New York 
and Seld at five and a half over the week-end. 


Quick assets and not inventories are now the 


Gibraltar on which business concerns are judged. 
Farmers are realizing this and selling at the market 
Instead ot holding for expected higher prices later. 
The tendency despite this is for higher food prices— 
potatoes, sugar, pork all showing advances during the 
week. 


. Locally, the whole question of prosperity depends 


upon the railroads. Buying by railroads would soon 
restart Lima's prosperity, and this Is still a possibility 
for the winter. Real estate Is dull, building virtually 
stopped, and small manufacturing plants running only 
on short time and with reduced forces. In summary, 
Father Time Is still In command of our business situ- 
ation,

DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 
T 


HKRE is no haste being made la the choosing of 


Americans to represent this republic in the con- 


ference of nations In Washington, to consider dis- 
armament or the limitation of armament. 
Delibera- 


tion is being exercised and in the meantime there Is 
no break in the plans of .the powers interested. The 
making of war machinery goes on. 


It has been definitely established that Secretary 


of State Charles Evans. Hughes will represent Presi- 
dent Harding in the conference and that Elihu Root, 
Philander Knox and Senator Henry Cabot Lodge will 
be aides to Hughes. Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, and 
Senator Underwood, ot Alabaffla, are the most likely 
Democrats to be selected as members ot the American' 
.council. 


It 1ms been made apparent that the administra- 


tion will not choose ex-President Wooclroyv Wilson or 
any United States Senator who stood shoulder to 
shoulder with him In favor of the League of Nations, 


The question of whether the conference shall be 


an open one, or conducted in secret, has not been de- 
cided. 
It Is understood, however, that sentiment is 


strong for open assembly and that any effort to have 
the cloak of secrecy thrown about the important as- 
sembly will be met with the severest opposition. 


Neither has the question of the selection ot a 


womau to sit with the American delegation hoen defi- 
nitely decided. Women's organizations are insisting 
on the recognition of their sex. 


It is understood in Washington that Senator 


Lodge will stand for general disarmament ot the na- 
tions entering a pacti if such a thing Is resultant from 
the conference; that there shall bo no halt-way plan. 
By long odds, the disarmament conference la the most 
Important move that Is being made In America at 
this time. ,It overshadows tariff, taxes—everything, 
for it means that diverting millions of dollars from 
implements of war to peace time pursuits nnd the de- 
velopment of the country's resources will make for 
real progress.
